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IPSWICH FEMALE SEMINARY. | MISS MARY LYON. 


The building, 56 by 35, completed early in 1826, cost $4,000. In April, 1826, Rev. Hervey Wilbur advertised the school “A Classical 
Seminary for Young Ladies.” It was incorporated, {828, “‘ The Proprietors of Ipswich Academy.” It taught the feoffee scholars of 1850. It 
became famous and historic because of the early labors here of Miss Grant and Miss Mary Lyon (1797-1849), who founded Mt. Holyoke 

Seminary, now College. 
Next beyond The Seminary is the First Church parsonage, and beyond that appears the First Church steeple. 
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REV. JOHN P. COWLES. MRS. EUNICE (Caldwell) COWLES. 


Mr. Cowles (1805-90) graduated at Yale, was Professor of Hebrew in Oberlin, translator at sight of Greek and Latin. Mrs. Cowles, 
native of Ipswich, was, for ten years before her marriage, pupil or teacher with Miss Grant or Miss Lyon. ‘They taught(1844-76) the Ipswich 
Female Seminary, with industry, energy and zeal, fully sustained its high moral and religious tone, advanced its literary and classical charac- 
ter, and established an international usefulness. “ Gail Hamilton” pays this lady a beautiful tribute, in “ Ordination by Nature”. 


THE FEOFFEE’S SCHOOL-HOUSE. 


The Feoffee’s school from 1651 fitted young men for college. It 
was merged in the present High School when that was established 
in 3874, The house at first stood on County street corner of School ; 
it is now on School street, a few rods east of its original site, and used 
as a stable. 
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THE MANNING HIGH-SCHOOL BUILDING, 
Dedicated 26 August, 1874. ‘The gift of Dr. Thomas Manning. 


ISSACHAR LEFAVOUR, 


a man worthy to be enrolled with the famous teacher Ezekiel Cheever of 
Ipswich and Boston. Mr. Lefavour taught continuously the Feoffee’s High 
School from April, 1856, to July, 1874, eighteen years and one term.

Capt. Heard was the founder of the Ipswich Free Public Library, 


giving the building, 3,000 volumes, and an endowment fund of 
$40,000. 


PROF. DANIEL TREADWELL. 


Prof. Treadwell generously supplemented the liberality of the 
founder of the Free Public Library, bestowing his private library, 
valuable paintings, and $20,000.

HANNAH AND HARRIET. 


The twins born 14 April, 1813, to John and Elizabeth Jewett. Their resemblance often 
puzzled their familiar friends. They dressed alike, were skillful workers in the High Street 
Lace Factory, sang soprano in the same church choir, professed religion together and joined 
the First Church. Hannah married Daniel Haskell, and Harriet, William T. Averill. 


DANIEL SPILLER BURNHAM, 


1838, who enjoys official station and wealth in Boston, 
and his summer residence, his parental 
home, is Ipswich. 


THE IPSWICH DISTILLERY. 


This was set up for distilling ram from molasses, about 1750, and ceased operations in 1830. Edward

THE MASCONOMMET. 
Ipswich’s first and only steam fire-engine; weight 3 1-4 tons; capacity 350 gallons per minute; bought in September 1894; 


Officered at first as follows: Charles W. Bamford, foreman. Charles W. Canney, Jst assistant. 
; Charles H. Glasier, 2nd assistant. Vallancourt E. Rust, clerk. 
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The upper picture is an outline of the “DANIEL HOVEY” house, built about 1667, burnt 17 July, 1894. The lower one 
outlines the “REGINAL FOSTER” house, the birthplace of Daniel Spiller Burnham, Esq. A very pretty legend is associated 


with this house. The BUFFET was the exponent of the neat and tidy housekeeping of our early ancestors. Examine one in 
the Ipswich Historical Society’s house. 
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DANIEL HOVEY HOUSE. 


Delapitated and used as a hay barn—destroyed by 
fire, 17 July, 1894. 


DANIEL HOVEY HOME 
in imagination.

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THE WALLIS HOUSE, 
was probably built by Nathaniel Rust in 1692, Rust made 
mourning gloves for Rev. John Cobbett’s funeral. It was 
Dr. Samuel Wallis’ home, where he died in 1728. 
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JOHN PERLEY’S BIRTHPLACE 


in Grovetown, built about 1694, razed about 1885. He gave one of the funds 
that now support the Linebrook church. 
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THE HOWARD-DAWSON HOUSE. 


It sheltered the families of Howard, Dawson, Ringe, and Capt. Ebenezer 
Caldwell, who was a grandfather of the wife of Hon. James G. Blaine. 


THE WALDO HOUSE 


sheltered an ancestor of Ralph Waldo Emerson, the home of John Caldwell and 
descendant since 1654. 
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THE BAKER HOUSE, 


High street, corner Mineral, just west of the above—built probably near 1686, 
when Wm. Baker, who lived there, married Sarah Fitts—razed 1849. 
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THE IPSWICH HISTORICAL SOCIETY’S HOME, 


opposite the Railroad station. Known to tradition as the “Saltonstall House’—sometimes now called 
the “Whipple House.” 
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THE DODGE HOUSE, 


(3) was perhaps built by Dr. John Brigham, “‘ very skilful,” who was born in Boston, 
1645, and died in Ipswich, 1721. Afterwards it was owned by the Dodges. Its front 


elevation (2) shows the louver work, flush with the second-story projection, about the 
front door. 


JOHN JAMES AUDUBON’S HOUSE, 


Oak Station, Pa., when he, America’s greatest ornithologist, studied our feathered 
songsters—built 1765. He was born in Louisiana, 1780, and died at his home, on the 
Hudson, 27 Jan., $853. He was an intimate friend and co-worker with our esteemed 
citizen, Wm. Oakes, Esq., naturalist, of wide repute, and often sojourned here for weeks. 


THE HEARD MANSION 


on South Main Street, noted for years as the abode of wealth 
and hospitality, now the summer residence of John Heard. 


COL. JOHN APPLETON HOUSE. 


Abraham Hammatt, antiquarian, lived in it, and also 
Daniel Noyes, Esq., Postmaster.

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JOHN APPLETON HOUSE, Appleton Farms. 


John Appleton was born 1660 and died 1724. The house was the birthplace of Hon. Nathan Dane, 1752-1835; 
the youthful home of Dea. Daniel Safford of Safford and Adams, blacksmiths, Boston, who ’tis said built the iron 
fence around Boston Common. His Memoir is interesting and instructive. 


CALDWELL BLOCK. 


On the site of this block was Dr. John Manning’s Woolen Mill (1794-{800) and 
later the Coburn Block, which was burned. 


JEWETT BUILDING, 


Central street—erected 1894, on site of one burned which was built in 1885. 


THE DAMON BUILDING, 


opposits the R. R. Station, completed August, 1895, one of the most 
attractive and substantial in town.

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THE FIRST MEETING HOUSE, SALEM. 
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FIRST PARISH CHURCH, GLOUCESTER, 


1738-1828, against which “The Falcon” discharged her guns, Sunday, Aug. 6, 1775. 
One ball penetrated its walls and is preserved therein as a relic. 
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FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH, GLOUCESTER, 


Dedicated 4 May, 1873. The house just preceding this was built in 1850, remodeled 
and repaired in 1869, and destroyed by fire before repairs were completed, 2 Dec., 1869. 
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ST. ANNE’S (CATHOLIC) CHURCH, GLOUCESTER, 


Is constructed of Rockport granite, in pure Gothic architecture, elaborately orna- 


mented, built in 1875-6. 


“THE QUAINT OLD MEETING HOUSE, 


Where, led by pastors wise and good, 
The village fathers paid their vows,” 
Annisquam, Gloucester. 
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THE DENNISON HOUSE, 
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Bay View, built in 1737

This granite monument, 22 ft. high, 7 ft. sq. at its base, completed in 1837, cost
